time. In truth, the volume Tue Constitv- 
rion found on its table has created more gen- 
uine amusement in a little family circle, 
sotiewhat related to Tue Constitvrion, than 
any of the letters that have appeared in 
these columns from Monday to Sunday.

THE MUSCLE SHOALS. 

The committee on riversand harbors bas 
agreed to recommend an appropriation of 
$350,000 for the Muscle Shoals canal. It is 

estimated that this sum will overcome all 
obstructions at Muscle Shoals and open 
the Tennessee river, during high water at 
least, from Paducah to the upper Tennessee 
and its tributary streams—a distance all told 
of nearly sixteen hundred miles. The im- 
portance of opening this river has never been 
overstated. Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, 
Georgia and both the Carolinas are directly 
interested in the great improyement. As 
soon asthe work is completed the coal and 
iron lying below Virginia will have an outlet 
that no railroad combination can control, It 
is estimated that either product can be car- 
ried from any point on the upper Tennessee 
to St. Louis at not over seventy-five cents a 
ton. Through the use of barges coal is now 
freighted from Pittsburg to Cincinnati fat 
thirty-five cents a ton, and to New Orleans at 
four cents a bushel. When the Tennessee 
river is opened the advantages of Pittsburg 
over southern colleries and_ furnaces 
will disappear and the great western 
markets will be supplied from the nearest 
sources of supply. At present it costs about 
¢iaton tocarry southern iron to any large 
market; and when the rate is reduced to less 
than one-half, itis not difficult to see where 
the south will be placed in the production of 
iron and steel. At present our coal is con- 
fined to home consumption, but when the 
Tennessee is open there is no reason why the 
nearest mines should not supply the great 
west and southwest. The truth is, itis im- 
possible to exaggerate the value of naviga- 
tion tothe great district that lies between 
Columbus, Mississippi, on the west, and 
Knoxville on the east, and that comprises 
such towns as Atlanta, Birmingham, Chatta- 
nooga and Rome. 

The Coosa should also be opened. We 
cannot have too many open rivers, when we 
have bulky products to send to market. 
southern representatives cannot do their 
section more good in any possible way than 
to urge liberal appropriations for 
these two great rivers. No _ district 
in all the country east of the Mississippi 
river will fail to sbare the benefits that will 
flow from the planting of a great industry in 
the heart of the south. If we fill the iron 
and coal districts of Alabama, Georgia and 
Tennessee with a busy and industrious pop- 
wlation, all the south, even Texas, will feel 
the impulse of the new tide, and come in for 
a share of the benefits. The possibilities are 
really beyond calculation.

THE NEXT ENGLISH ISSUE, 

The franchise reform will soon be per- 
fected; but the liberals do not propose to 
Stop at that point all agitation against unjust 
privileges. At first it seemed as if the next 
movement would relate to the hereditary 
feature of the house of lords, or perhaps to 
the existence of the upper house altogether. 
Some wish to abolish it, while others prefer 
an elective body not differing greatly from 
the upper house of congress. But the entire 
question, it is now plain, is to be post- 
poned until the relations between church 
and state can be brought into 
barmony with the prevailing sentiment of 
the country. Disestablishment is favored by 
maby members of the churches of England, 
because they think thatit would, when de- 
prived of government support, become a!- 
together more zealous and inefficient—that 
it would gather strength instead of losing it, 
and would soon be as active and as keen in 
fulfilling its mission as any body of dissen- 
ters. But, of course, the chief demand for 
disestablishment comes from tax payers who 
feel the injustice of compulsory support of a 
church they do not attend or prefer. Ac- 
cording to the census of 
the membership of the estab- 
lished church was 13,500,000, while 
the dissenting churches contained 712,599,000, 
The injustice of taxing the latter numer to 
sstain churches in which they have no in- 
terest—churches that they in many instances 
dislike—is too greatto go on much longer. 
The union between church and'state is to be 
dissolved, and the liberals have said it, or “at 
least a portion of them have. They have 
issued a circular calling upon all liberals to 
make disestablishment the coming issue, 
and there is a general belief that it will over- 
shadow all other domestic questions until

A Letter which Throws Light Upon the 
Mooted Subject. 
From the Nashville Banner. 

The letter, purporting to have been written by 
A. H. Stephens to H. V. Johnson,in April, 1864, 
and giyen to the public by General Sherman, 
proves nothing against Mr, Davis. 

In March, 1864, Lieutenant-General Polk, then 
at Demopolis, Ala., sent the writer to Richmond, 
Theobjects of that mission have nothing to d 
with the matter in hand. 

The condition ofafiairs in the confederacy at 
that period, while not generally regarded as des- 
perate, was seriously alarming. There was among 
the people and in the armiesa feeling that all was 
not being done that could be done; that there was 
lack of vigor—a want of energy somewnere. 
Among the soldiers, especially those of the west, 
and among the people at large, there were many 
who believed thatthe congress was obstruc'ing 
the best endeavors oi Mr. Davis; while another 
party held that the president had brought upoa 
us a succession of disasters by his attempt todi 
rect campaigns from his executive oifice in Rich- 
mond There was talk ofa dictatorship, but if 
the idea met with fayor among the statesmen ol 
the confederacy, itfound but very few friends 
around the campfires, 

On the writer’s return to the west, about the 
20th of March, 1864, he stopped fora night at Au- 
gusta, Ga. The hotel was crowded with soldiers 
and citizens.

“THAT OUGHT TO BE ASSAULTED 


70-MORROW AND STUFFED! 


—— 


On Core, Around the Corner of Church—A Factory 
That Chavgees Beggars Into Workers, and 
that Must Not Shut be Down—A Story of 
{Women’s Work, and an Appeal. 


Around the corner of Church street, facing on 
Cone, stands a weather-beaten little house. Buried 
beneath the sidewalk, it tries to make amends by 
stending om end, instead of sitting sauare on the 
ground. 

Inside the box like rooms fires glow cheerfully. 
Through theeight windows, which remind one 
of the heles in a pigeon house, neatly dressed and 
heppy children can be seen moving busily to and 
fro. Carriages stop at the gate quite often. Oftener 
brisk little girls in calico, carrying bundles, or 
beskets. coin and out thefgate. 

This house is one of the important points in the 
city of Atlanta. 


It is a factory. 

There is po noise about it. No rumble of ma- 
chinery bicaks through the brown. wails. There 
is no steam cscaping in long-drawn sighs, or puls- 
ing in short breaths, No smoke, ro whistle, no 
creaking. 

In this factory gentleness is the power that turns 
the wheels, invisible but busy. And need there is 
of gentleness. For childhood is theraw material 
that is worked up here. In this factory beggars 
are changed into workers. A child is taken 
wut of the gutter, stained and dirity,and brought 
here, as storm cotton toa mill. It comes out,white 
and clean, its tangled im woven into clear 
end consistent purpose. 

Thisis a factory that Atlanta cannot afford to 
fee shut down, on account opthe hard ti 


Let us see how it works: 

Here isa poor woman, bed ridden in a rented 
room. Thereis vice and squalor on every side of 
her. Bhe has two children, a boy anda girl. She 
pends them ont to beg thatithey may not starve. 
They jointhe army of street wails, and paddie 
up and down the gutters of the great city. 

What chance have these children for growing 
into useful lives’? What chance the girl fortvirtue 
or gentieness, or the bey for honor and probity? 
In their mean littie scramble ior crumbs, pugna- 
cious as sparrows and as thoughtiess, what hint 
can they get of a better and brighter life’ 

Let it not {be believed that society 
bas rot a tremendous interest in turning 
the current of these children's lives. We can breed 
nothing so dangerous and expensive as criminals 
Once in France there was an aged criminal named 
Margaret. A thoughtful man determined to search 
cutthe etory of her life and see what lessons it 
taught. He found that she was thechild of honest 
and amiable parents who bad fallem into porerty 
end sent her into the streets. She was very soon 
corrupted and grew up in vice. Patient reséarch 
showed that seventy of her descendants had found 
their way to the prisons or the gallows. This well 
born child, whom a kind word might have saved, 
had taken terrible revenge on society that had left 
that word unspoken. 


There are in Atlanta hundreds of children start- 
ing out in life under auspices that promise the 
yery worst. 

Innocent as yet, they are hurrying to the point 
where innocence loses its way and where the 
knowledge of good or of evil points out the path 

It is justat this point, wherea word may call 
the wandering life into the right way, or where 
nm whisper may beguile it into the wrong, 
that the Women’s Industrial union takes 
bold ofthe child. Here itis, as hundreds of chil- 
dren—born of gentle and Christian parents per- 
haps—are drifting into evil lives, just as the gar- 
bage of the streets drifts adown the gutters into 
the sewers, that the women ol! this industrial 
union, take them by the hand and lead them into 
our moral jactory on Ceue street around the corner 
of Church. 

And what do they find there? 

Let us take a girl of twelve vears of age, whose 
life has been spentin the lowest haunts of poverty 
and who has come into the hands of these ladies. 
As she enters the home of the union, she finds a 
bright and cheerful room filed with girls of about 
herown age. Sheis proviced with a neat dress 
and apron, and is brought into the circle of her 
future comrades. 

The day is opened with a chapter from the 
grand old book of books, a praye 1d a short 
talk from the superintendent. Each girl then 
finds her work for the day ready to her phe in A 
ginghams bag hung on the wall in the sewing 
room. The bag also holds her thimble, needle, 
thiead and scissors. In the center oithe room is a 
large table, on which lessonsin cutting and fitting 
are given to the pupils who sit around the room 
fewinge. Atabout 11 o’clock a number of girls 
are detailed to do the cleaning up of the house for 
the day. Another detail is scent to the kitchen to 
get dinner. Under instruction of a lady, they 
prepare every article for dinner, cook it and serve 
it. 

To this wholesome and abundant meal the 
whole establishment repairs. After it is over, an- 


other detail clears the things away, washes the 


dishes and restores order. Fortwo hours during 
the day the children are assembled in school. 
They are taught to write, read and spell. In the 
€évening they are sent to their homes, often with 
beskets full of the remains of the dinner. 

Here then, they have spent a wholesome and 
instructive day. They have kept warm before a 
roaring fire, cheerful in pure and busy company. 
Instead of going back to their poor homes, tainted 
with the dirtand the vice of the streets, they go 
With the light of a new life beaming frem their 
happy eyes and with the impulses of a new life 
Stirring in their little hearts. 

It may be asked how the bed ridden mother who 
is ured elsewhere as an example, can afford to let 
herchild go to this union. 

Because the child makes as much money at the 
Union, as she can make by begging on the streets 
wach child is given tickets for deportment. 
puuctuality,improvement and industry. She is 
aiso paid in tickets for the sewing she does. These 
tickets are redeemedat the union on each Friday 
¢vening in provisions or clothes or fuel from the 
mnion stock. As the girl becomes proficient in 
Sewing and able to do fine work, sheis allowed 
to take orders, do the work at the union and draw

Name is Brantly, and That He Came from 
South Carclina—A Prominent Physician 
Declares That the Manis Not Dead. 


There is a bare possibility that the man who was 
found in Mercer’s European hote!} day before yes 
terday is not dead and that Atlanta will develop 
a novelty in the shape of a twenty-four-hour case 
of suspended animation. 

When the man was first found in the bed inroom 
No. 9 he presented every indication of death. His 
eyes were closed, his limbs were stiff, his body was 
cold, his face had that pallor 

PECULIAR ONLY TO DEATH, 

end there was @ positive absence of pulse. Coro- 
ner Hilburn tound it almost impossible to 
straighten the man’s cramped and crooked limbs 
when lay'ng him on a stretcher preparatory to re 
moving himto thecity prison. The body was 
p/aced on the floor in a large room in the rear of 
the building and it remained there all night, and 
irom whence it was taken yesterday morning. 
About 5 o’clock yesterday morning a prominent 
physician of Atlanta entered the city prison and 
asked to beshownthe man. The physician had 
heard the case in all its details, and as he walked 
through the hallway he remarked to Dr. Foute, 
the stationhouse keeper: 

“Many men have been suffocated by gas and a 
great Meny bave returned to life.’’ 

When the physician reached the litter upon 
which the body was resting he applied 

HIS FINGERS TO THE PULSE, 
then placed his ear over the heart, then felt the 
body. Again and again he went through the 
same Operation, and finally, when thoroughly 
satisfied in his mind, turned to Dr. Foute, and 
faid: 

“That man isnot dead. It is simply a case of 
suspended animation, and I believe he wil! come 
outall right How long washeinthatroom. Do 
you know?’ 

‘No, 1 do not,” said Dr. Foute, ‘but what makes 
you think he is not dead’”’ 

‘*Because there are sigus of life.’ 

“Then do something ior him,’’ 
Foute. 

“Oh, that’s useless. If there’s any lifein him, 
as I certainly think there is, it will come to the 
surface of its own accord and nothing will hasten 
it,’ and with this remark the physician left while 
Dr. Foute renewed his clerical work,
